Symbol Of Self Defense 


W he n the United State» dro pped 
the first hy drogen bomb ever loosed 
from an A m erican aircraft, it was, in 
t he minds of some cautious U.S. offi­ 
cials, not a dem onstration of superior 
m ig ht but a catching up with the So­ 
viet Union. 
These men, in o ther words, are in­ 
clined to accept Russia's c laim that it 
has long since un leashed an H-bom b 
from a plane. 


Our own previous massive hy d ro ­ 
gen burst was a “ device” r a the r than a 
deliverable bomb. 
In the intervening 
time, the Soviet Union ad m itted ly has 
m a d e substantial strides in n uclear ex­ 
periment. to the point w here we can 
no longer safely assume that it does 
not have a usable weapon with a hy ­ 
d ro g e n w a r he a d . 


To say this does not say we have 
lost our overall nuclear a d va n ta g e over 
Russia, built up over the y ears by 
stockpiling atomic bombs and devising 
a wide variety of atomic weapons. Rut 
if does suggest that our m argin may be 
dim inishing in some way s. 


If the cautious ones are right, then 
our touching off a delivered H-bomb 
could have helped to redress the bal­ 
ance in one of these questionable fields. 
But w he t he r we are just pulling 
even or are ahe a d in this category , it 
should be clear to America an d the 
world that w ha t ha ppe n e d at Bikini 
recently , was an event of the utmost 
significance. 
So long as we can hold an edge or 
k eep the Russians in virtual stalem ate, 
the prospects of n uc le a r w a f a r e seem 


remote. It would be m utua l destruction 
on such a scale tha t the spoils would 
have to be collected in ashcans. 
By the sam e token, m a in ta in in g an 
effective m a rg in will pre ve n t Russia 
from 
using its m ilitary might 
as a 
w e a po n in the closet, to force peaceful 
capitula tio n of w e a k or timid nations 
on the fringes of its po w e r sphere. 
R e a d i n g the details of the Bikini 
dro p, one can n o t d o ubt tha t w ha t we 
are pr e pa r i n g for is indeed a kind of 
conflict w hich m ust never be allo w ed 
to ha ppe n . 
E stim a te s of the force of tha t ex­ 
plosion plat e it somew here be tw e e n 10 
a n d 17 m egatons, or the equiva le n t of 
10 to 17 million tons of T.N.T. This is 
m ore explosive po w e r tha n was un ­ 
leashed in W o rld W a r II by all the 
conventional bom bs put to g e the r. 
A d d to this the fact tha t the hy d r o ­ 
gen bo m b was d r o ppe d from a jet B-52 
bo m be r fly ing 600 miles an ho ur at an 
altitud e of eight miles, and y ou begin 
to get some notion of the sha pe a third 
W o rld W a r would have. 
Still a he a d is tha t m o m e n t when a 
w a r he a d of this or g r e a t e r po w e r will 
be ca pa ble of projection 5000 miles 
across oceans and land masses in g uid ­ 
ed but pi lot less missiles. 
None but the insane could w a n t a 
w a r fought with such fiendish w e a ­ 
pons. But we must be r e a d y even for 
the prospect that m a d m e n might o p­ 
pose us. 
So long as these devices are 
being w o rk e d upon a n y w he r e on the 
globe, we have no choice but to go on 
pe rfe c tin g our own and testing them 
as we are doing once m ore at Bikini.
